To  the  Honorable ,  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas ,  Ho.  1  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  statement 
of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  Allegheny  County  for  the  year  1881. 

The  result  of  the  business  of  the  year  in  the  seyeral  departments  is 
most  gratifying,  and  the  large  and  important  transactions  embraced 
within  its  limits  have  been  accomplished  without  jar  or  friction,  while 
prosperity  has  attended  all  the  official  operations  of  the  County  gov¬ 
ernment. 

The  detailed  statement  herewith  shows  a  healthy  and  encouraging 
condition  of  finances,  the  productive  accounts  exhibiting  handsome 
balances  to  the  credit  of  the  County,  aggregating  the  sum  of  $320,- 
740.71.  Of  this  amount  the  General  Fund  contains  $261,972.54,  sub¬ 
ject  to  warrant  of  the  County  Commissioners ;  the  Liquor  License 
Fund  $57,707.44,  subject  to  warrant  of  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors, 
while  the  Sinking  Fund  shows  an  unexpended  balance  of  $904.26,  and 
the  Poor  Fund  a  balance  of  $156.47,  subject  to  warrant  of  the  proper 
officers. 


The  early  demands  of  1882,  involving  the  contingencies  of  interest 
and  the  redemption  of  $80,000  riot  bonds  maturing  January  1,  1882, 
will  encroach  heavily  upon  the  large  balance  in  General  Fund,  but 
will  still  leave  ample  means  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
County  until  new  supplies  are  realized  from  productive  sources. 
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Controller’s  Report. 


In  the  settlement  of  riot  losses  during  the  years  1880  and  1881, 
there  has  been  paid  the  sum  of  $2,772,349.53,  and  there  still  remains 
outstanding  and  unsettled  claims  amounting  to  perhaps  $15,000.  In 
the  year  just  closed  claims  have  been  adjusted  and  paid,  (including 
costs,  legal  fees,  clerical  hire,  &c.,)  to  the  amount  of  $176,850.75,  and 
this  'without  recourse  to  loan,  while  the  compromise  indebtedness  of 
the  County  has  been  reduced  $42,150.50  by  the  operations  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commission,  leaving  the  present  debt  of  the  County 
January  1,  1882,  $4,423,993.79. 

For  full  details  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  year,  I  respect¬ 
fully  refer  you  to  exhibit  of  accounts  herewith.
